Entrult- 
ed by my government with the command of the army 
deftined to protect the independence of the Roman re- 
public, L am, with refpe& to it, refponfible for every 
infration of that independence. On your part, Sir, 
you are not lefs refponfible for the blood which fhall be 
fhed, and. for tee flames which you will kindle. Con- 
fider that peace prevails between the French Republic 
and the court of Naples; that the two ambafladors-of 
the two governments, and all the other diplomatic a- 
gents refide conftantly at Paris and Naples ; and, in fhort, 
that nothing has broken thofe ties which were cemented 
by the laft treaty of peace between the Frenah Republic 
and the king of the T'wo Sicilies. In this fituation of 
affairs, .a fammons to the French troops to evacuate the 
Roman territory, the defence of which is entrulted to 
them, is a violation of treaty, and.a breach of the law
